‘This is said to 
have been done by a combiuation of men, professing 
to be Christians, and actuated and governed by the 
pure principles of justice, equity, and moralfy laid 
down in the Bible. It is said, that the scheme 
has been concocting for some time, either at or 
about the period when the long article on the fall- 
ing stars and the Day of Judgment made such a 
conspicuous appearance in that journal. It is also 
said that the combination made up what was called 
a purse amounting to about $2500, to enable Mr. 
Pickering to buy out Mr. Davis. The following 
names we liave heard mentioned as belonging to 
this pious combinetion; Dr. Parmelee, Lewis Tap- 
pan, W. Green, C. Star, A. G. Phelps.
